Claims 1, 12-13 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Takaishi. 

Takaishi teaches a disk drive including a magnetic disk (2) including servo information 
(figure 7), magnetic head (3) for reading/writing to the disk (paragraph 0043), positioning means 
(8, 5) for positioning the head and a compensating means (11, 11-1) that compensates signals 
based on values corresponding to a plurality of zones (paragraph 0053) as set forth in claim 1. 
Concerning claim 12: the signals read from the disk are servo signals (paragraph 0059). 
Concerning claim 13: the control device is satisfied by element (8). Concerning claim 17: the 
claimed non-volatile memory is satisfied by element (11). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takaishi in 
view of Aikawa et al 

The teaching of Takaishi is discussed above and incorporated herein. Claim 14 
additionally sets forth compensation values based on a repeatable runout average value which 
although not specifically taught by Takaishi is well known in the same art as taught by Aikawa et 
al. paragraph (0118) as an alternative way of forming correction signals used in the positioning 
control of a head. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to incorporate such a teaching in the arrangement of Takaishi as an alternative way for 
head control. As discuused in Aikawa et al. the repeatable runout amounts are based on 
fluctuations of rotation with respect to the servo sectors for any given cylinder of the disk 
satisfying the limitations of claim 15 and would been obvious incorporated in the arrangement of 
Takaishi for reasons given above. The memory as set forth in claim 16 is taught by Takaishi, 
element (11). 



Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 12-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
